GMtom and Trait*. 


Dr. Norman Moore, whose enormous 


experience in tbo post mortem room 
gives weight to bis words, expressed in 
a recent address tbe general desire of 
pathologists to find some law of correla- 
tion between defects of different parts 
of the body, but ho iiad abandoned the 
hope, for it was only exceptionally that 
abnormalities of oiie organ were associ- 
ated with those of others.

pjpe, 
was perforated, and the rods were re- 
ceived into it, being carefullygraduated 
in length. 
Then common telegraph 


wire was need, a network being woven 
over the ends of the rods. A rigid and 
fairly smooth surface having been thus 
formed, he covered the wire network 
with several layers of «tont building 
paper, gluicg each sheet smoothly to 
the surface. 


Not muck time was required to lay 


on the internment of the great main. 
The preparation used is of Mr. Schrei- 
ber's devising. He ha* need wood pnlp 
and papier mache, bnt neither was sat- 
isfactory. After years of experimenting 
he invented a composition which serves 
the purpose better than anything yet 
discovered. Sawdmt sifted in through 
cheesecloth until it it as fine as flour is 
mixed with the cheapest grade of var- 
nish known to the trade, and th» outer 
covering is ready. Schreiber covered the 
big sphere with a layer a quarter of an 
inch deep of this material. 


Two or three weeks' time was re- 


quired to dry the surface thoroughly, 
and then the real work commenced. 
First he marked off the degrees of lati- 
tude and longitude with mathematical 
accnracy, then laid off the entire gwfaet 
of the globe in half inch squares, half 
an inch on the globe being equivalent to 
a degree of latitude. His work then pro- 
ceeded systematically, and for the past 
three years ho has spent eight hours 
daily preparing the map of tho world. 


The mapa are in relief, every ocean, 


lake and river being carved out of the 
surface. All lines or names are engraved 
on tbe surface with sharp pointed tools 
and then filled with paint, which im- 
parts a pleasing effect and also allows 
more delicate minuteness of detail than 
if tbe names were put on witb pen and 
ink The route of every railroad and 
canal in tlio world is acccrately repre- 
sented, as well ns the various steamship 
routes. 


Not content with making his globe 


the largest of its kind in existence, Mr. 
Scbreiber claims he has prepared the 
most accurate maps extant. His collec- 
tion of maps is immense, and not a map 
of any importance is published that he 
does not procure immediately. This one 
item of expense- has cost him hundreds 
of dollars. 


His map of the United States is said 


to be absolutely accurate and more com- 
plete thaii any yet published. Of foreign 
countries his representations i;ro far in 
advance cf any maps. 
Iu India alone 


his globe gives 400 more towns than the 
latest publication. By carr-fal study- 
ing immense collection of maps ttiiu 
with the aid of industrious correspfji)d- 
ence he has made his globe nearly per- 
fect. 


Some of the uames of towns and riv 


ers cannot be read with the naked eye. 
such is the minuteness of the work, Imi 
examination with a mag-.iifyiiig glass 
shows every letter to be formed with the 
most delicate care. The drawing ami let 
tering throughout are those <if a skilled 
engraver. From the mechanical pciii 
of view tbe globp is a work of art. Al 
distance;- are measured with rnntheinat 
icul nicety and are said to be absolute!; 
accurate. 


One feature of the big globe is in thr 


designation of the gradually lessening 
widths of the degrees of latitude froia 
the equator to the poles. On Mr. Schrci 
ber's globe these widths are carefully 
marked, while they are thus given on 
no other map. He intends to exhibit th 
globe at the Paris exposition.—Chicagi 
Times-Herald.

The people of Belgium evidently be- 


lieve in training their children in hab- 
its of economy. Possibly no better 
method of convincing the youn& folks 
of the -wisdom of looking after gmall 
things could have been fonnd than that 
resorted to in the public schools of 
Brussels. The Outlook gives the remit 
of the experiment: 


Some time ago the children were re- 


quested by their teachers to gather up 
all the waste and apparently useless ar- 
ticles that they could find on their way 
to and from school and to deliver them 
to their respective faohers. 


For eight months the work of collec- 


tion went on. Such objects as tin foil, 
tin cans, paint tubes, bottle capsules 
and refuse metal were especially looked 
aftpr. 
The result was astonishing. 


Nineteen 
hundred 
and 
tweoty-flve 


pounds of tin foil re-warded the chil- 
dr"u'a efforts, together with 
1,200 


pounds of metal scraps, 4,400 ponnds of 
bottle capsules and old paint tubes that 
in the aggregate weighed 220 pounds. 


But it was when the articles were 


disposed of and the money applied to 
ubehil f.Ljec'j, that the full force of this 
economy was manifest. The proceeds 
completely clothed 000 poor children 
and sent 90 invalid children to re- 
cuperation colonies, and there was a 
goodly balance left to be distributed 
among tho sick poor of the city.

Anything that can ba 
done to promote habits of saving, he 
thinks, tend* greatly to the stability of 
government 
Mr. Gary has been con 


uected for aome yean with a private 
savings bank in Baltimore, and his ex- 
perience has led him to believe that the 
government could' greatly benefit the 
people and itself by using the postoffice 
as a means for collecting and protecting 
the savings of persons of small incomes. 


Generally speaking, the representa- 


tive* from the central west and the 
northwest are especially favorable to 
the proposition for the establishment of 
postal savings banks. The extreme east- 
srn states, especially New York and the 
New England states, are so much bet- 
ter supplied with savings banks than 
other sections of the country that the 
representatives from those states feel 
there is not so much demand for postal 
savings so far as they are concerned. 
But they appreciate keenly the need for 
•nob banks in other parti of the coun- 
try and would not be disposed to stand 
ID the way of their establishment Con- 
gressman Fowler of New Jersey, for in- 
stance, points cnt that most of the aav- 
ngs banks of the east are trustee sav- 
ngs banks, operated solely for the bece- 
it of the depositors, and that these 
tanks therefore could have no selfish 
nterest in opposing 
anything that

Serious opposition to postal savings 


banks, if there shall be any, is most 
likely to come largely from the old line 
states' right Democrats of the south, 
who are opposed to any extension of the 
functions of the general government. 
This opposition will be weakened much, 
however, by virtue of the fact that the 
south is the section of the country 
which, along with the central west, the 
west and the northwest, would bo es- 
pecially benefited by the «jstablishuient 
of postal savings banks. The spokesman 
for the Democrats of this class is Rep- 
resentative Bailey of Texas. 
When 


asked his opinion of postal savings 
banks recently, Mr. Bailey had no hesi- 
tation in saying he did not believe in 
them. Evidently he had not given 
much thocght to postal savings banks, 
but he immediately classed them in bis 
mind with other institutions to which 
he was opposed. "It would be a good 
thing, doubtless," he said, "for the 
government to take charge of my sav- 
ings. It would also be a good thing for 
the government to grind my corn and 
do many other things which I believe 
the government, and especially the fed- 
eral government, ought not to under- 
take. I hold to the idea that that gov- 
ernment in best which governs least." 


The northern Democrats do not seem 


to take the same view of this subject as 
does Mr. Bailey of Texas. Congressman 
Snlzer of New York, one of the most 
enthusiastic supporters of Bryan in that 
state last fall, says he believes in postal 
savings banks and that most of the Dem- 
ocrats would vote for their establish- 
ment 
Mr, Snlzer said, however, that 


there was DO hope of getting a postal 
savings bank system from this congress 
because the Republicans would oppose 
it. W. H. fliurichsen. the widely known 
silver champion and Democratic politi- 
cian of Illinois, favor* postal savings 
banks. So dof's Coiifirespinan Campbell 
of Hamilton county, lormerlya mcmtrr 
of the Ilhiiins Kate senate,

Roach of North Dakota is another Demo- 
crat who is a hi'htvi r in postal eavi-igs 
banks. He thinks they would be appre- 
ciated very much by tne farmers of tlir 
northwest.

Senator BuUtr of North Carolina, 


one of the leading PopuliM* of tne BCD 
ate. i* much interested in getting a pos- 
tal savings bank bill paned. He baa 
iudooed the senate to pass a resolution 
callint for reports from consul* ac to 
the working of the postal savings 
•YMem in fomgn countries. He also ha* 
had printed as senate documents sevtraJ 
articles bearing on the subject. Mr- 
Butler thinks the establishment of post- 
al savings banks would do much to im- 
prove (be condition of the negroes in 
the moth. 


Among the more scholarly men in the 


government service are several enthu- 
siastic advocates of postal savings banks. 
One of these is Professor Wilson, in 
charge of tne Smithsonian institution. 
He hai investigated the working of snch 
batiks in foreign countries, more espe- 
cially in France and Belgium, and is so 
impressed with their value that be 
thinks the United States ought to es- 
tablish them without farther delay. 


Mr. Harlow of the national civil 


service oonuniasion is another believer 
in postal savings banks. He has been 
for many yean in the postal service and 
was at one time postmaster at St. Louis. 
He says poor people ate afraid of a bank 
that is really a bank and consequently 
are more apt to got into the smaller in- 
stitutions that are most likely to fail. 
He says that while be was postmaster 
ae was continually besought by persons 
to have the government take charge of 
heir savings. He reports that the num- 
ber who use the money order system as 


means of making the government re- 


ceive their deposits is rapidly increas- 
ng. Mr. Harlow gives an instance of a 
workingman who once came to him and 
wanted the postoffice to take his money 
and keep it for him. Mr. Harlow offer- 
ed to introduce the man at a bank, but 
he man did not want that He said he 
isd been to the bank before, and they 
ookad at him suspiciously because he 
was in his working clothes and asked 
lira for references. Mr. Harlow thinks 
here ought to be postal savings banks 
o encourage snch persons to save. He 
believes a man with |SO in a postal 
savings bank would be to that extent a 
letter citizen, and he says the govern- 
ment ought to encourage good citizen- 
ship.—Washington Cor. Chicago Rec- 
rd.

GET BRITISH CONTRACTS. 


Ball road 
American* Furnish a London 


With Material. 


English firms are very indignant that 


the contracts for the traction plant of 
the London Central railway, which is 
to be an underground electric line, 
amounting in value to hundreds of 
thousands of pounds, have been given 
to Americana. 


The secretary of the company ex- 


plains that the contracts for carriages, 
locomotives and machinery were given 
to American firms on flie advice of the 
electrical experts, who represent that 
the greater use of electrical traction in 
the United States has brought its man- 
ufacture to a higher degree of perfec- 
tion and made it far less expensive than 
in England.

Lord Georgo Boultcu, secretary of state 
for India, in roj.ly to a question why 
the East Indian railway, owned by the 
government, had purchased 7,708 tons 
of rails from the Maryland Steel com- 
pany of Baltimore, paid that the lowest 
British bid was £8,675 higher than the 
American.

Mrs. Elizabeth Kempf, the wife of 


Frederick Kempf, u grocer in Graham 
avenue, Brooklyn, died in April, 1894, 
but it was only recently that a will, 
which she executed in May, 1874, short- 
ly after her marriage, was discovered. 
The will provided that at her death her 
husband should receive all her real and 
personal estate, now valued at over 
$15,000, unless he remarried, in which 
cas.j it was to revert to their children, 
three of whom, a son and two daugh- 
ters, survived her. Two years after his 
wife's death Mr. Eempf. who was ig- 
norant that his wife's will was in exist- 
ence, remarried, his second wife also 
having a small fortune. 


Mr. Kempf, while surprised, was en- 


tirely satifrfiod with tne new turn in hi.i 
affairs and will co-operate with hit 
children in having tho will probated uf 
soon as i>ossiblo.—Exchange.

Au organization 
having btvu efft^ted, tbe oxchange pro- 
ceetled to erect a home for itself in a 
vacant lot no: far from the main manu- 
facturing district, aud yet in a plice Dear 
tlu- Ohio canal, where the demand for 
ground was limited. This home is a 
cheap frame structure of two stories, 
but it answers the purpose. It was built 
by members of the exchange. In return 
for their labor they were given labor 
exchange scrip. The lumber used in 
constructing the building was paid for 
in the same way. 
The structure was no sooner completed 
thaa die manufacture of brooma was 
undertaken. These were sold to grocers 
and other dealers. The exchange re- 
ceived cash for them or else its own 
checks m exchange, members of tbe or- 
ganization having used them in pnr- 
chaeing provisions. The manufacture 
of brooms is very successful, so much 
so in fact that at a recent meeting the 
question of operating this department 
at night was favorably considered. A 
recent shipment of brooms was made to 
Mineral Point, O., for which iu return 
the exchange received several cars of 
coal, which in turn is being used in 
manufacturing and is sold to members. 


Tbe manufacture of baskets for ber- 


ries, too, has been carried on very suc- 
cessfully, and crates also have been sold 
in large numbers. Another department 
to be established at once will manufac- 
ture butter trays and similar articles 
from wood. 


Tbe exchange is now negotiating. 


with every prospect of success, for tbe 
purchase of one of six idle brick plants 
near Akron. It is believed that the 
plant could be operated successfully, 
and as the membership of the organiza- 
tion is growing it becomes necessary to 
provide work for the mcii. 


Akron is also a large milling center, 


being the home of the American Cereal 
company and the home of tbe Akron 
Cereal company, two of the largest con- 
cerns of the kind to bs found anywhere. 
And yet at neither of these can a farm 
er have his own grain ground. A mill 
at which this can be done is another 
thing that the Labor Exchange has in 
view, to be in operation before the fali 
season. 


While brooms and other articles have 


been made by the exchange other work i 
has been going on. Two houses bavo 
been built for members, and building 
contractors who have looked them o\er 
say they are marvels of workmanship 
considering their cost. A cobbler, tco, 
has been at work cu the shoes aud boots 
of members of the exchange. 


The exchange has funnel it such a 


compcratively easy matter to secure 
groceries and provisions in return for 
brooms and other products that it is 
now constructing a Email frame build- 
ing which will be fitted up as its own 
grocery. 


Members of tho Labor Exchange itre 


intelligent men, acrt they are so well 
pleaded with their buccess that they now 
want the luxury of their ov>'n newspa- 
per. They would not eipect it to give 
tbe current news of the day, they eay, 
tut it would treat of the exchange and 
exchange matters. A committee at tho 
present time is casting abont for a suit- 
able man ami practical printer to rake 
charge of this proposed new venture. 


In all tie business vrbirh the ex- 


change has dor.e and in a'.l the work 
that has been pcrniuph'-hed the mem- 
bers have T< i't v«d no jiay in money. 
They are coning d. regard tbefsrhauge 
che.cks th:'V receive as its equivalent, 
and do cot complain. Sorau of the largo 
stores are now advertising "Labor Ex- 
change checks takeu," but at first there 
was conciderabln autajtonism to tho 
"scrip." At one turn- the local cham- 
ber of commerce \vas ^kt,J to take steps 
apaiust it, but it did not do so. Thou, 
again, some j«. rsous declared that tho 
checks should be taxed as scrip, but the 
exchange held that it was not taxable 
aud secuit il t:io opinions of prominent 
attorney- sustaining their a&frticnp. 


Notwithstanding that its members 


arc paid in checks and the gienter part 
of its business is transacted by this me- 
dium of exchange, the local organiza- 
tion is arquiiing property. Tho officers 
say that for every dollar's worth of la- 
bor that has been done, as represented 
by the checks issued, the exchange has 
Money or other personal or real property 
amounting to $1.05. 


Tho present mfmbership of tho ex- 


change in 156. The figures will prob- 
ably be 200 within tho next few mouths. 
Members aro not obliged to work for 
the exchange, but they may do so, and 
it ia a noteworthy fact *hat the nn:n as- 
sociated with this new idea aro thor- 
oughly reputablu citizens of the claw 
who seek to own their im n homes, to 
educate (hen- children a!.d to dnwvrvo 
tho govi-riinioiit and tho government's 
free institution*.—Akron < ( > . ) h 
in Chicago Record.

ter, (.'uptuiu Powell taid: "While 
we have tim« Irt us take what pre- 
caution we may for our defense. It 
may be j«j.--;iibl^ tu protect, to some 
extfut, our fortification by means of 
sloping, bombproof rtxjfs ov-:jr tl:t- 
more vunerable portions. Tho gun 
must be made capable of firing up- 
ward. During the sicgo of Paris the 
Germans had a number of guns spe- 
cially made on swivel mountings for 
firing at balloons, though it ie also 
true that very few of them were hit 
during the siege. Rockets might 
perhaps prove more useful. The 
only really efficient means of de- 
fense, however, will undoubtedly bo 
for evnry army and every govern- 
ment to make themselves equal, if 
not superior, to their enemies with 
aerial armaments. 


"I think we may at all events con- 


sider it a fact that aerial machines 
v.-ill figure to a great extent in the 
wars of the future. These may be 
tha existing cumbersome windbag, 
traveling with difficulty 14 miles au 
hour, or they may bo balloons so im- 
proved as to go 20 or 30 miles aa 
hour. 


"It is also possible that a Blow 


progressing flying engine may be 
introduced, or that finally some 
swift, darting 'aviativa,' traversing 
over 100 miles in the bour and out- 
stripping the fastest flying bird, will 
be the foe with which we shall con- 
tend. Even if the existing naviga- 
ble balloon be not greatly improved 
upon—if we consider the advantages 
that France actually possesses today 
—we see then many occasions on 
which this invention will be of the 
greatest value. 


"Every nation has this problem 


to consider as it is at present sit- 
uated, with the possible exception 
of Russia. Sbould some foreign na- 
tion produce an engine of war such 
as a dynamite carrying aerostat, 
there is no certainty that the others 
would be able at once to imitate it 
and employ similar tactics. It is 
more than probable tbat tbe new in- 
ventions of this sort could easily be 
kept secret, since tbe difficulties 
chiefly lio in the details. 


"In fact, it may be said that effi- 


cient machines of many descriptions 
could probably be easily made it' 
only \ve could turn out a suitable 
lightweight motor. Now, a motor, 
whether it be steam, electric, gas, 
explosive or any other, can easily 
be kept a secret. "—Pall Mall Ga- 
zette.
